As 
the tests yesterday more than realised 
all expectations, there Is every prob¬ 
ability that sufficient local capital will 
be interested . to make the projected 
Industry certain.

pressed for his recognition for the posi¬ 
tion as the coming power in the cab¬ 
inet. 

Installed In office, his friends openly 
boast that the real premier of the pro¬ 
vince is W. J. Bowser, and Hon. Rich¬ 
ard McBride and the. other members of ! 
his cabinet are regarded aa mere pup¬ 
pets controlled by the Napoleon of Van¬ 
couver Conservatism. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser Is known to have 
had a disinclination at first to enter 
the cabinet. A remunerative law prac¬ 
tice was regarded by him as of too 
much importance to sacrifice in any 
way to the public service. Left to him¬ 
self, therefore, It Is more than likely that 
Mr. Bowser would have remained a pri¬ 
vate member of the House. But Influ¬ 
ences were brought to bear upon him 
which altered these plans. That Influ¬ 
ence came from the city of Vancouver 
and arose from a desire which Is ever 
ready to manifest Itself In that city to 
dominate the councils of the cabinet. 

Premier McBride Is regarded with 
suspicion In Vancouver. When he be¬ 
came the representative of the city of 
Victoria in the legislature, although his 
nterlest In this city has not manifested 
Itself In any marked degree, he lost the 
confidence of the people of Vancouver.

On Wednesday a dispatch from Syd¬ 
ney was published in the Times coinci¬ 
dent with the institution of the system 
of wireless telegraphy acros the Atlan¬ 
tic and In It the statement was made 
that the best of the cables could send too 
words a minute. 8!nce then various le- 
presentatlona have been made to this 
paper to the effect that this Is imposs¬ 
ible. and the following view of the mat¬ 
ter by one of the most eminent authori¬ 
ties on the working capacity of the long 
dl&lanst cables Is of high interest. He 
says:/ 

"Oii the Atlantic cables the maximum 
number of letters per minute Is 110, or 
about thirty words either by hand or 
machine. On the cable from Canso to 
New York, a distance of about 600 
miles, 200 words or 40 words a minute la , 
the top speed. 

The Banfleld-Fanning cable mention- 
longeat In the world, has a capacity of 
about 16 words a minute. Twenty words 
can be done but as the signals are not 
exactly perfect It is not considered safe. 

"As all the above cables Are duplexed, 
that Is a message can be sent and re¬ 
ceived at the same time, the actual 
number of letters oi~ words handled

Solidarity of Baskins Finns Occupies 
the Attention of Cfearint 
House Authorities. 


International Pr'ie Court One of the 
Lasting Monuments of the 
Convention. 


The Hague. Oct. IS.—The Hell of 
Knights presented an imposing spec¬ 
tacle to-day at the closing session of 
the international peace conference. 
The boxes specially erected for the oc¬ 
casion were crowded to overflowing 
with cabinet ministers, diplomats and. 
other statesmen and their wives in 
most attractive costumes. The presi¬ 
dent, M. Nelldoff. made a long speech, 
saying that notwithstanding the as*id- 
I uous work of the delegates, the confer¬ 
ence had lasted longer than was ex¬ 
pected. He reviewed what had Been 
done and the results obtained, empha¬ 
sising the spirit of concord which had 
characterized the debates, observing 
that the pessimists forgot that the del¬ 
egates wersr not sent to The Hague to 
And ideal solutions of the various 
problems discussed, but to carry out 
the Instructions received from their 
governments in the interests of their 
respective co untries . Superior consid¬ 
erations, such as the good of human¬ 
ly In general, must undoubtedly guide 
delegates to such a conference, but 
they must also keep In view the objects 
of those who directed the governments 
of their countries, the Interests of 
which are often diametrically opposed 
to the interests of other countries. The 
efforts of the conference had tended tu 
harmonize these Interests. 

The elTorts to establish an interna¬ 
tional high court of Justice and obli¬ 
gator arbitration were the result of 
theoretleaf combinations which failed 
because there were practically Insur¬ 
mountable difficulties in their way. But 
in their stead the international prize 
court would be one of the lasting 
monuments of the conference, and, 
once applied, it would indirectly pre¬ 
vent the greater extension of war. 
But the greatest significance of the 
present conference was the assembling 
of representatives of the whole world. 
The presence of the Latin America 
delegations had Increased the recipro¬ 
cal knowledge between the countries 
of the European and American contin¬ 
ents. After thanking all who had col¬ 
laborated with him. M. Nelldoff pro¬ 
posed a telegram of thanks to Queen 
Wilhelmlna for the interest sh* had 
taken In the conference, and ‘for her 
hospitality, and in closing speech 
he said: 

’’At one of our recent sittings thanks 
were expressed to the august initiator 
of the two conferences, His Majesty

St. Louis, Oct. 18.—The U. S. signal 
corps balloon J*«o. 10. In which Aero¬ 
nauts McCoy and Capt. Charles Chand¬ 
ler, of the U. S. signal corps, ascended 
at St. Louis last evening, passed over 
Illinois and Indiana last night and 
across the Ohio to.nlght. The rHutan r-e 
covered,,by a straight line measurement 
500 miles, and the length of the voy¬ 
age won for the aeronauts the Lahm 
cup. The rate of speed was 22 miles 
an hour. 

When the ascension was ma^e last 
evening it was the intention of the 
aeronauts to remain In the air all night 
as a test of the gas to be used by the 
balloons in the international contests 
which begin on Monday. But, consid¬ 
ering they might be carried a long dis¬ 
tance they Went prepared for a consid¬ 
erable flight:'^ Provisions In tin cans, 
self-heating by a lime-shaking device, 
were stored in the basket, and a num¬ 
ber of different Instruments for testing 
purposes were carried. A number of 
the members of the Aero club of St. 
Louis were present. 

The balloon rose gracefully and then 
shot straight up several hundred feet. 
Then it was swept toward the north¬ 
west by a sharp wind and disappeared. 
The first report received was a mes¬ 
sage dropped near Leesburg, Ohio, and 
wired to the A. P. office In Chicago. 
The mesage stated that the balloon¬ 
ists had dropped It at 6 pt. m and that 
they were then travelling rapidly south¬ 
ward. Later thdy were seen passiong 
over Gallipolls, Ohio, and by the mid¬ 
dle of the afternoon were in West Vir¬ 
ginia. near Point Pleasant There the 
balloon started up the Kanawha val¬ 
ley. 

Members of the international bal¬ 
loon contest committee and other 
aeronauts to-night said the flight would 
establish an epoch In balloon sadllng.

"I do think," said Mr. Vrooman, "that 
unless something more radical, or at 
least more thorough, is done by the peo¬ 
ple of British Columbia to Inform Can¬ 
ada and the Mother Country of the vital 
Interests at stake that Canada and the 
Mother Country will hardly go out of 
their way to act until It is too late. 
You sent your premier to England re¬ 
cently on a mission which as I gather, 
was wholly trivial, and incomparably 
insignificant as compared with the mis¬ 
sion, which I believe is the mission of 
every British Columbian, indeed every 
Canadian, every American. 

"If T were to go into this question 
from my point of view, as a student." 
observed Mr. Vrooman with a smile, "It 
would lead to a discussion on compara¬ 
tive psychology, and that you might And 
rather tiresome.' But I will say that 
when you have harmonised Oriental and 
Anglo-Saxon psychology, there may be 
assimilation found between 1 oil and 
water and other repe\lant element*. It 
is not even as if ynu were an old and 
established civilisation. It is not as if 
you were millions In population with 
your tradhlo'ns crystalised and your In¬ 
stitutions settled. Your whole province 
has not as many people as Toronto. In¬ 
cluding Hindu. Chinaman and Jap, and 
your nahlve Indian population as well. 
With this kind of thing going on very 
long unchecked. Asia could soon Assim¬ 
ilate British Columbia,, but you cannot 
assimilate Asia. This country has got 
to be on e thin e or the other. Abraham 
Lincoln once said that the Southern re¬ 
public could not be half slave and half 
free, and It couldn't and wasn't.

It 
Is a question, I conceive, of life or 
death to the province, and yet very 
little Is being done, se^ I am Informed, 
In the way of a conservative and 
statesmanlike campaign. This Is a 
question you will have to solve im¬ 
mediately, and in one way, or you are 
lost.

.water, and the steamship* Is lying well 
up on the beach.

DRIVING THE BUFFALO FROM RAILWAY TO THE PARK. 


The cross-breeding was found to be Im¬ 
practicable, as the “cattalo” proved to 
"(>e a mongrel, with all the poor quali¬ 
ties and few of the good qualities of his 
ancestors. The pure-bred bison were 
separated from the mongrels and placed 
on'a range near the Big Butte, close 
to where Mud creek empties Into the 
Pend d’Oreille river. Here they thrived 
exceedingly and required but little herd¬ 
ing. After the death of AHard. his 
partner, Michel Pablo, began to sell the 
herd, a few at a time, to Eastern zoo- 
loglcal gardens and private preserves. 
In this way about one hundred and 
fifty head were disposed of, chiefly 
through the agency of Howard Eaton, 
the well-known hunter and expert, of 
Wolf,—W yomlng. 

When It was proposed to throw open 
the-Flathead reservation for settlement, 
Michel Pablo saw that the free range 
for his buffalo was doomed, and that it 
would be Impossible for him -to keep 
his herd Intact. Mr. Eaton made earn¬ 
est attempts to bring about a sale to 
/he United States government, but his

of the shute was stationed a cowboy* 
Whose business it was to rope the beast, 
which was then dragged and variously 
persuaged to enter the car. where It 
was then tied by the head, and a strong 
partition, like a giant hurdle, was fast¬ 
ened to separate It from its neighbors. 
Hay and water were provided In Jhe, 
cars. Some of the yearlings and two- 
year-olds were placed In cars without 
partitions. The cows were handled by 
themselves, and as a general rule, gave 
less trouble than the bulls, though they 
were far from being farmyard pets. 
The calves gave no trouble, as the# 
stayed close to their mothers.

products.” From this. If you'know any¬ 
thing about “ornery" range steers, you 
will realize that the man who handles 
buffalo leads the strenuous life.

It takes 
time ,tp do mighty deeds of righteous¬ 
ness. In patience the reformer must 
•win his soul If he would win the vic¬ 
tories he seeks. 

The boastful. Insolvent, vaunting Jeri¬ 
cho of graft*- which to-day seems to be 
toppling, was not overcome by yester¬ 
day’s editorials or by last month’s 
speeches or tho resolution* ,.f last 
year's conventions. There has been 
a long patient siege by the un¬ 
hurried forces of truth and Justice. 
This Is a basic principle of success. 
Borne things only time can accomplish. 
Therefore they work well who know 
also how to waft. 

Giving the Calendar a Chance. 

A man had been In conflict with a 
powerful bOt erring ecclesiastical or¬ 
ganization. He failed to correct the 
abuses whch he had attacked, and ap- 
parntly was defeated. When spoken 
to about his unconcern over the out¬ 
come, he said, "I am In partnership 
with the calendar. I tried to flght a 
good flght, and fair. Having done my 
part, I can trust th$ calendar to dp 
the rest. The men who are at fault 
are old men. Grant tfiem the longest 
lease of life possible and they will yet 
have gone within a few years. I shall 
have opportunity to write all their 
obituaries. The principles I stood for 
are the prevailing principles; the new 
men will carry such of them Into ef¬ 
fect as the old men have not already 
been forced to adopt. So I am •je.-er.j; 
knowing that God will In his own *imc 
—and He has plenty of time—vindicate 
the truth." 

Giving the calendar a chance Is only 
another way of giving God a chance. 
They who champion God's great truths 
can afford to abide His hour/ The coun s 
eel of the hymn. 

“Be Calm In Thy Soul.” 
is good for truth's warriors. It Is only 
error which needs to be In mad haste; 
the eternal years of God belong to 
truth. "His faith was rather frantic," 
keenly wrote a clergyman concerning 
a speaker's hysterical missionary ad¬ 
dress. It seems to be the divine pro¬ 
gramme to bring down Jerltho by the 
expenditure of time and self-restrained 
fidelity. The story of Joshua's victory 
over the key city which opposed 
Israel's entrance Into Canaan comes 
opportunely; men need Just now the 
lesson that truth’s battles take time. 
Because yesterday's flection may have 
gone against reform 'is no reason for 
being downcast; waves may ebb wtylle 
the tide rises. 

A Strange Siege. 

It Is hard for^the-man of the street 
to realize the power of weapons thfit 
are spiritual and not carnal. The or¬ 
ganized liquor interests of the land are 
probably amazed and bewildered over 
the recent swift succession of victor¬ 
ies for prohibition. The thing seems 
Incredible; they spent the money, they 
employed the lawyers and lobbyists, 
they organized their forces. Yet rout 
is the outepme. Not being able to dis¬ 
cern spiritual things they do not take 
into account the prayers of uncounted 
women and men who have a strong 
hold upon God. The "pious talk" of the 
preachers they had regarded as negli¬ 
gible. quantities. Still, the fact re¬ 
mains that the walls of some of their 
Jerichos lie flat. 

Pretty much the same state of mind 
must have been that of the people of 
Jericho who watched the approach of 
Joshua's army. True, their hearts had 
been melted'within them at the news 
Of God's wondrous dealings In behalf 
of Israel. They were prepared to flee 
from a frontal attack. But this flum¬ 
mery scared nobody; a crowd of si¬ 
lent marchers, a cor/ipany of ceremon¬ 
ially-robed priests blowing trumpets, 
a sacred box^ borne by priests, more 
marching men, and the whole encirc¬ 
ling the city without letting loo3e a 
slngl*? arrow or driving a solitary 
spear. Ths Canaanltlsh equivalent for 
“fanatics" was doubtless heard In 
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Mv duty Is my own, God’s peculiar 
gift i" m<* iilour N'o one els** can de¬ 
termine It for me. or do it In my stead. 
Upon me God depends for the falth- 
rul doing or this hit of hls great work. 
If I fall Jilin, Hls plans are hindered. 
So my dally duty is sacred. By It I 
know Ood's thought for me. When He 
gives me a hard duty, I exult in the 
confidence that He repose* In me. 
duties are easy, I wonder If I am 
waning in fidelity. But In every duty 
I And delight; It is mine. mJno, mine!

If such a colloquialism may be permit¬ 
ted in this connection, the people of 
Jericho were "badly rattled" by 
Joshua's extraordinary exhibition 
confidence. Thai absolute faith of the 
marchers was enough to shake any¬ 
body’s bravado. 

A Cowardly City. 

Some cities and neighborhoods and 
nations are notoriously craven. They 
never assert themselves or defend 
themselves; ever they'.fall a prey to the 
strong. Its own history of defeat fought 
against Jericho, Just a sense of con¬ 
quest fought with Joshua. George 
Adam Smith aays concerning Jerlchq: 

"Her people seem never to have been 
distinguished for bravery; and, Indeed, 
in that climate, how could they? En¬ 
ervated by the great heat, which de¬ 
grades all the Inhabitants of the Ghor, 
and unable to endure on their bodies 
aught but linen, It was Impossible that 
they could be warriors, or anything but 
irrigators, paddlers In water and soft- 
earth. We forget how near neighbors 
they had been to Sodom and Gomor¬ 
rah. No grvat man was born In Jeri¬ 
cho; no heroic deed was ever done In 
her. She has been called 'the key' and 
the guard-house' of Judea, she was 
only the pantry. She never stood a 
siege, and her Inhabitants were always 
running away.’* 

The six days of marching In silence 
—great Is the power of self-restraint— 
about the walls of Jericho, one march of 
day. had shaken the foundations of the 
Inhabitants' confidence. Then on t\ie 
final day. beginning at daybnsak. the 
march was repeated seven times. The 
story I* most dramatically told In the 
words of Scripture; 

"And it came to pass on the seventh 
day, that they rose early at the dawn¬ 
ing of the day, A|1 compassed the city 
after the ham" manner seven times; 
only on that day they compassed the 
city seven times. And It came to pass 
at the seventh time, when the priests 
blew the trumpets. Joshua said unto the 
people. Shout, for Jehpvah hath given 
you the city, rio tho people shouted, 
and the priests blew the trumpets; and 
It came to pass when the people heard 
the sound of the trumpet, that the peo¬ 
ple shouted with a greater shout, and 
the wall fell down flat, so that the peo¬ 
ple went up Into the ,clty. every man 
straight before him, and they took the 
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sponse, hymn and psalm.
